THE LAST LEGISLATURE: 


Since the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture, the papers of both political parties 
have abounded in charges of yenality 
nd corruption against that body, and 
if anything further were needed to “cap

To prominent rail- 
roud mangers they came like bawks 
upon a brood of chickens. Each com 
iittee resolved itself into one great mark 
of interrogation, and placed its formida- 
ble why, how, when and where!’ bo- 
fore the victim, who trembling sbeyed 
its demands us the great seal of tie Com- 
monwealth, with" Virtue, Liberty and 
Independence’ blazoned upon It, was 
Uuruge before his eyes. ‘These peregrina. 
ting, investigating fragmentary, legisla 
tive exeursionists lind all of their expen- 
ses paid’ by the State. Many members 
becaine speculators. Although original- 
ly sent by the people, to enact equal laws 
for all, they uo eooner took their seats 
than they devised special bills with their 
own friends, relatives and acquaintances 
tamed therein os incorporatora, These 
bills were for many purposes, from the 
establishments of gold and silver mining 
Companies, without enough land to bury 
‘gold dollar, to the construction of im: 
mense railroads, without enough capital 
to buy one rail, "The legislators of agreat 
Commonwealth thus became law jobbers 
with a stock on hand of charters to ac- 
tommodate the market, Tt can readily 
be perceived that an act in which per- 
haps a dozen members were Snterested, 
was almost certain to be successfully 
passed. Not ubfrequently these speculi- 
five laws (whether intrinsically or not,) 
interfered with the vested rights of oth: 
or parties, and becamo injurious to enter: 
prises in Which houorable men had ex- 
pended years of toil and large amounts of 
money. 

‘Vhese two illustrations of the commit- 
tee system and the charter system are in- 
tended to give a correct idea of the gen~ 
eral morality of the session of 1867, and 
these illusrations lead to a poiut about 
which the people know little or nothing, 
Viz:—The manner in which laws were 
ionde. 

In mercantile business, a man who 
signs a promissory note which binds his 
property, without first reading it, Is ad~

lature of 1867 actually passed laws at the 
rate of thirty to the hour, without reading 
them exceptby their titles, To appreciate 
the enormity of this trasaction Itunust be 
remembered that these laws were to gov- 
érn the widow aud the orphan, the beg- 
uar nnd the capitalist, men of all religious 
creeds, business, interests and connec:

MINISTER CAMPDELU/S LETTER TO TEJADA: 


NEW ORLEANS, April 6, 2847. 
gm: For reasons which are doubtless 
well understood: by you, it has not been 
in my power to present formally to his 
Excellency, President Juarez, my letters 
of credence 'ns Euvoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United 
States tothe Republicof Mexico. The in- 
stroctions of October lust, under whieh T 
started on my mission, gave mo a discre- 
tionary power, in a certain contingency 
to establish my official residence tempo- 
marily at any place In the United States, 
orcleewhere near the frontier or const of 
Mexico. For causes not necessary here- 
in to be explained, I Jeft Matamoras, and 
came to this city in December Inst, since 
which time, under instructions from the 
Secretary of State, ithas been the place 
of my oilicial abode. 

‘The government of the United States 
bas observed with much satisfaction the 
swithdrawal of the French expeditionary 
forcea in Mexico and the advance of the 
armies of the constitutional government 
towards the capital of the republic, ‘This 
satisfaction has been recently disturbed 
by the reports it has received In regard to 
the severity practiced on the prisoners of 
war taken by your armies at ‘Zacatecas.— 
Tis fears, too, have been thereby excited 
that in the event of the capture of the 
Prince Maximilian and the forces under 
hhim, this geverity might be repeated. 
have this day received by telegraph a des- 
atch from the Secretary of State, instract- 
‘ng me to express to his Excellency, Pre- 
sident Juarez, these apprehensions In the 
most expiditious manner. Therefore, I 
communicate them by special bearer of 
despatches. 

he government of tha, United States 
has serlously sympathized with the re- 
public of Mexico, and feels a deep Interest 
‘nits success. But T have to express the 
belief that a ropetiticn of the reported so- 
verities referred to would shock its sen- 
aibilities and cheek the currentof its sym- 
pathles. It is believed that such acts to 
prisoners of war as are reported cannot 
Elevate the character of the Mexican States 
in the estimation of elvilized people, and 
may tend to bring into disrepute the cause 
of republicanism and retard its progress 
everywhere. ‘The government instructs 
me to make known to President Juarez, 
promptly and earnestly, its desire, that in 
caso of the capture of the Prince Maximil- 
ian and his Supporters, they may receive 
the humane treatment accorded by eivil- 
ized nations to prisoners of war.

Sit: I had the honor yesterday to re- 
ceive the communication which you sent 
me from New Orleans on the 6th instant. 
You informed me in it that for reasons 
which were understood, you did not come 
to present to the president of the repub- 
lic your credentials as special messenger 
and minister plenipotentiary of the 
United States, and that you have been in 
New Orleans sinco December last. ‘Tho 
government of the republic regrets these 
reasons should have prevented you from 
coming to present your credentials in or- 
der to commence the duties ot your office, 
for it would be very satisfactory for the 
government to receive you in your char- 
feter of representative of the United 
States. 

You also informed me thatthe satisfac 
tion with whieh the government of the 
United States looked on the retreat of the 
Freneh from Mexico, and the advance of 
the army of the constitutional govern- 
ment towards the capital, has been dis- 
{urbed by information received concern 
ing the sevority uyed with the prisoners 
of war taken atSan Jacinto. You also 
mentioned that it was the desire of the 
United States government that in case 
Maximilian aud his partisans were cap- 
tured they should be treated with bu- 
manity, a8 prisoners of war. ‘Tbe ene- 
mies of the republic, wishing to produce 
an unfayorable impression of the same, 
have endeavored to falsify and spread in- 
accurate information concerning the case 
of the prisoners of San Jacinto. The 


meted out to some of them. ‘They were 
not looked upou simply ns prisoners of 
War, but as ayainst the Inws of nations 
and those of the republic. They hud just 
nbdandoued themselves to every kind of 
excess and crime in the city of Jucatecas 
because they were fighting like flibus- 
ters, witout country, without flag, and 
hs mercenaries, paid to shed the.blood of 
Mexicanswho defended (heirindependnee 
and their institutions, Some, nota few, 
Of these foreingers taken at San Jacinto 
were conducted to Zacatecas, where they 
have been treated with much benevo- 
lence, the same as those taken elsewhere 
are trented, because there were not so 
many ofrcutnstance of special culpability. 
Phe invariable conduct of the govern- 
mmentof the republic, aud that observed 
by the affairs of her armies, has been to 
respect life and treat with the greatest 
Consideration the prisoners taken from. 
the French forces ; but on their part, aud 
by ofder of their principal chief, they fre- 

Uently assassintated prisoners taken 

Fonethe republican forces. Many times, 
Without the formality of an exchange, the 
prisoners from the French, forees have 

een generously set av liberty. Many of 
the principal officers of the French forces 
have ordered the burning down of whole 
cities; others have docimated by what 
ere called courts martial, and at times, 
Tor simple suspicion, without the least 
Appearance of justice, they put to death 
indefensible persons and old men, who 
Were nol able to bear arms against them. 
Notwithstanding this the government of 
the republic aud her officers in general, 
far from retaliating, as they were provok- 
ei to do, ave ever observed the most hu- 
mane conduct, giving constant examples 
Of the greatest generosity. In this man- 
her the republican cause of Mexico. bus 
excited the sympathies of all civilized 
races. 

‘Tho French gone, the Archduke Maxi- 
milian has desired to continue sheddiug 
the blood of Mexicans, With the excep- 
tion of threo or four cities yet domineered 
by force, he has geen the entire republic 
rise agalnst hin, Notwithstanding this 
he has desired to continue the work of 
desolation and ruin by a civil war, with- 
ont object, surrounded by some men 
Known by’thelr plundering aud grave 
assassinations and the most forward in 
bringing misfortunes on the republic. In 
case there be captured persons on whom 
reat such responsibilities, it does not_ap- 
pear to me that they can be considered as 
Simple prisoners of war, for these men 
are respousibilities detined by the laws of 
nations and by the laws of the republic. 

Tue government, which has given 
many proofs of its principles of humani- 
ty aud sentiments of generosity, is also 
obliged to consider, according to ‘the cir- 
cumstances of (ie cases, what the prin- 
cples of justice demand and the duties 
Which It has to perform for the welfare of 
the Mexican people. ‘The governinent of 
the republic hopes that with the justifi- 
cation of its acts it will contiuue to have 
the sympathies of the people and govern- 
ment of the United States, who have been 
tnd are held, in the bighest estimation 
by the people and government of Mexico.

PHILLIPS ON THE RAMPAGE.

‘Pho Thirty-seventh annual convention 
ofthe New#ngland Anti-Slavery Society 
was-held at Boston on Wednesday. Ase 
ries of resolutions were adopted.

The Union League 
of New York is defied by Horace Greeley 
and conquered. Now, the Union League 
or Club of New York represents the most 
decisive and energetic minds of the Re-

THE WAR ON THE PLAINS. 


Sr. Lovrs, May 80.—A Fort Kearney 
dispatch, dated May 24, says the Tudina 
war on the Platte river bas fairly begun. 
Ranches are burned, stock stolen, and 
settlers murdered daily. General Smith 
and staff passed Fort George yesterday, 
en route for Fort Phil Kearney. Gener 
a Gibbons has two hundred Pawnees as 
scouts with him, Detachments of the 
Fortieth, Twenty-seventh, and Thirtieth 
infantry are camped on the north side of 
the Platte, opposite Fort Sedgwick. They 
will leave for Fort Phil. Kearney in a 
day or two. Other detacbinents are sta 
tioned at different placesalong the route, 
some of them guarding the railroad em- 

loyees. Troops are being forwarded to 

orts Laramie and Kearney. General 
Custer Js reported to have arrived at Fort 
McPherson from the South, with his eav- 
alty. 

Sergeant Marigan and so eltizens 
Were lately killed on Pole Creek, thirty- 
six miles from Fort Sedgwick. Three 
railroad tye cutters were also killed near 
Ceyenne Pass, The Indians line the 
bluffs on both sides of the Platte river.— 
Spotted Tail and a few of his braves are 
camped on the North Platte, His ponies 
‘are in splendid condition, and his yourg 
men are on the war path, but he profess- 
es peace. Burned ranches lire the road, 
and fresh graves are seen very frequent- 
ly. There is ageneral scare along the 
route. Companies of Iufantry protest the 
railroad graders, but the Indlans laugh 
at the infantry. 

‘An Omaha dispatch says a train of nine 
wagous, which left the North Platte on 
‘Tuesday Inst, was attacked by Indians be- 
tween Beaver and Julesburg, and all the 
stock stolen. Another train on the south 
side of the river was attacked about the 
same time and the stock captured. No 
lives were lost, aud the freight was uot 
disturbed, 

‘A dispatob, dated at Fort Saunders on 
the 2th, saya that John West, formerly 
of Wells, Fargo & Co.'s line, John Peters, 
n Swiss, and a printer, were Killed near 
Big Laramie on Saturday last. The In- 
dians also run off one hundred and fifty 
head of cattle, but one hundred were re 
taken by a party of the ranchero's men, 

New York, May 30.—Mayor Hoffiwan, 
Alexander T.'Stewart, and other prowi- 
nent citizens, in view of the fact that 
General Sherman was expected to be in 
this city In a short time, to proceed on 
the projected Mediterranean excursion, 
addressed him a letter with an Invitation 
toa reception previous to his departure.— 
The General replies, under date of St. 
Touis, May 25, that, in consequence of 
the hostile attitude of the Indians in bis 
district, be feels bound in honor and du- 
ty to remaiu by his post, and has, there-
